This action is non-final. 

This paper is in response to the communication filed on 12/01/2005. The 
amendments to the claims filed on 12/01/2005 are acknowledged. Claims 9 and 20 are 
pending. Claims 1-8, 10-15 and 18-19 are cancelled. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 9 and 20, it is necessary to provide the full spelling of the name 
"PPAR5(P)." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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Claims 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Palmer et al. (WO 01/07066 A2). 

Palmer et al. teach a method of administering to the patient an effective amount 
of an inhibitor of PPAR6 activity. See Abstract. 

On page 24, in Example 3, Palmer et al. teach screening for inhibitors of PPAR5 
activity, where the binding assay is performed, where recombinant PPAR5 is mixed the 
radioactive ligand in a presence of a test compound; where the mixture is applied to 
mixed cellulose filters and the fluid is drawn through the filter; where the radioactivity 
remaining on the filter will represent ligand bound to PPAR5; and where a decrease in 
the radioactivity bound will indicate the presence of a competing PPAR5 compound; and 
where the assay determines binding properties of the test compound. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publicatlpn in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Doebber et al. (U.S. 5,847,008). 

Doebber et al. teach compositions and methods for the use of the compounds in 
the treatment of obesity. See Abstract. 
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In column 20, lines 39-62, the PPAR5 binding essay is provided where: PPAR6 
samples together with a test compound and a radioactive ligand are prepared; the 
unbound ligand is removed; centrifugation is preformed; and counting a portion of the 
supernatant and quantification of the compound of interest is performed. 

Prior art of interest: 

1. Johnson et al., Structural Requirements and Cell-type Specificity for Ligand 
Activation of Peroxisome Proliferator-activated Receptors, J. Steroid Biochem. Molec. 
Biol. (1997), 63, no. 1-3, p. 1-8; where they identify certain structural features on PPAR- 
activating agents that modulate PPAR activation. 

2. Wilson et al., J. Medicinal Chemistry, (2000), 43, no. 4, p. 527-550; where 
general overview of receptors is provided.
